BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Repealer. Article IV, section 8, of The Constitution of the State of Montana

is repealed.

NEW SECTION. Section 2. Effective date -- applicability. If approved by the electorate, this

amendment is effective January 1, 2005, and applies to elections occurring after January 1, 2005.

NEW SECTION. Section 3. Submission to electorate. This amendment shall be submitted to the

gualified electors of Montana at the general election to be held in November 2004 by printing on the ballot the
full title of this act and the following:
